Only other cast member listed is John Abbott, not further 
described. Summary sheet is pitch to stations, listing benefits of 
airing the series, suggested local tie-ins, merchandizing hints, and list 
of stations currently airing series. 

Internet search shows Davies as claiming to be former British Army officer and prospector 
in Canadian Rockies. He is also listed as screen-writer for "The 
Safecracker" and "I Accuse" (two 1958 U.S. movies)
